LINCOLN’'S LIFE STORY 

Abraham Lincoln, sixteenth 
President of the United 
States, was born in Kentucky, 
February 12, 1809. 

In 1830, when he was 21, the 


family moved to Illinois. Up 
to that time he had only about 
one year’s schooling. 

He enlisted as a Volunteer in 
the Blackhawk war in 1882, 
was elected captain of a com- 
pany, and served throughout 
the war. 


Returning, he opened a coun- 
try store, was appointed post- 


master, and read law books 
borrowed from a_ neighboring 
lawyer. 


In 1884 he entered politics, 
was elected to the Illinois leg- 
islature, and served eight years 
as a legislator. 

In 1836 he was admitted to 
practice law, moved to Spring- 
field in 1837, and rapidly be- 
came distinguished as a jury 
lawyer of great success, 

He was elected to Congress 


in 1846, and voted steadily 
with the anti-slavery party in 
Congress. 


He actively supported Fre- 
mont, the first Republican 
nominee for President, in 1856, 
was himself a candidate for 
United States senator in 1858, 
when the Lincoln-Douglas de- 
bates were famous, and was 
nominated as the Republican 
party's candidate for President 
in May, 1860. He was elected 
in November following. 

Before his inauguration, 
March 4, 1861, numerous 
Southern states seceded, the 
Confederacy was constituted 
February 4, and Fort Sumter 
fired on April 14. Then fol- 
lowed four years of civil war. 

January 1, 1863, he issued 
his memorable emancipation 
proclamation. 

In November, 1864, he was 
re-elected President by a pop- 
ular majority of over 1,000,000 
votes over McClellan. Inaugu- 
rated March 4, 1865, events 
then moved _ rapidly. Grant 
dislodged Lee's army at Peters- 
burg and Richmond April 2, 
and Lincoln himself entered 
Richmond April 3. 

Lee's surrender at Appomat 
tox on April 9 ended the war 

On the evening of April 14 
he attended Ford's theater, 
where he was hot by John 
Wilkes Booth, a crazed actor 
who was a fanatical adherent 
of the southern cause. 

Lincoln survived the

TATISTICS gathered by the State Board of Education as to 
S the actual number of students in the California high schools 
now studying various subjects present the interesting phe- 
nomenon that Latin stands at the absolute top and Greek 
practically at the absolute bottom of the list. In the high schools 
of the state at the present time 6996 students are beginning Latin 
and sixty-four beginning Greek, a ratio of more than 100 to 1 in 
favor of Latin. Curiously Latin outstrips all other lan- 
guages and sciences. The only subject approaching Latin in popu- 
larity is bookkeeping, with 6850 students, In other words, the most 
vocational and: the least voeational of all the studies in the high 
school are the two most popular. There are 2472 students study- 
ing German, 1808 studying French and 4840 studying Spanish. 
Here, too, is the same curious paradox. French and German are 
chiefly of culture value, while Spanish is almost exclusively utili- 
tarian. And on this ground, or perhaps upon the quite practical 
ground that the students have found that it is easy, while German 
is hard, it outnumbers both the others combined. But Latin, which 
is hard, and not utilitarian, almost equals the three others com- 
bined. Evidently the students in California high schools, while 
pursuing the utilitarian idea], have refused to break away from the 
standards of classical education. 

They kave economized time for modern studies by omitting 
Greek, and have concentrated their classical education upon Latin, 
but they have adhered to it with almost as great unanimity as that 
with which they have abandoned Greek,—Fresno Republican.

JUDGMENT recently filed in the city justice’s court of Sac- 
ramento for compound interest in the sum of $250, on a 
loan of only $20, was an example of the need of establish- 
ing here some institution by which deserving workers may 

obtain small loans at moderate rates. Under present conditions 
many unfortunates get into the hands of loan sharks, and the rapid 
accumulation of extortionate interest leaves them hopelessly in the 
toils. It is a reproach to any community the size of Sacramento 
when no way is provided by whieh small loans may be had at a 
moderate rate of interest and free from unjust conditions. |More 
than a year ago the Bee called attention to this local need and de- 
seribed a system of industrial banking by which many small loans 
are made in Europe, and to some extent in this country also. 

It is stated that in a single year the Bank of France has dis- 
counted over 30,000,000 loans of which more than half were for 
sums less than $20. Germany and Italy likewise millions of 
small loans are made_by industrial banks and ‘personal credit so- 
cieties’’ framed for relief of the needy.

COULDN’T GO TO COLLEGE? 
“COME NOW” IS INVITATION 


“If I'd only had a chance to go to 
college!”” says many a man, 

But now the University of Califor- 
nia is giving people who can’t go to 
| college for four years a chance to go 
to college for six weeks, and for 
those six weeks live the life and do 
the work of a regular student. 

Of the three thousand or more 
students who will be at Berkeley 
from June 21 to 31 for the next 
Summer Session, one-fifth will be 
college graduates returning for more 


some University work, and the rest 
; Will be men and ‘women of mature 
years who have come to see for 
themselves just what going to col- 
lege means and who are made wel- 
come with no questions whatever as 
to their previous preparation. 

All ages will be repiesented, from 
fifteen to eighty, and all manner of 
occupations, for the University of 
California tries to give every Sum- 
mer Session student what will be of 
the greatest possible personal use- 
fulness in his own life work. 

Teachers, for instance, by attend- 








ing courses in their own particular 
specialties, may bring themselves 
abreast of the times through in- 


struction from men of distinguished 
reputation, from the faculty of the 
University of California or from 
other leading American universities. 
Thus, for example, teachers of hist- 
ory may take a course in American 
history which wil be given jointly 
by Professor Frederick J. Turner of 
Harvard; Dr. J. Franklin Jameson, 
Managing Editor of the American 
Historical Review and Director .of 
the Department of Historical Re- 
search of the Carnegie institution, 
and Professor Max Farrand of 
Yale, or else a course in European 
history given jointly by Professor 
Charles H, Haskins of Harvard, 
Professor H. Morse Stephens of the 
University of California, and Pro- 
fesor George L. Burr of Cornell. 

The woman whose career is in 
her own home may study psychology 
or child hygiene to help her in rear- 
ing and teaching her children, or 
textiles, or cookery, or the princi- 
ples of home furnishing and decora- 
tion, or costume design, or “house 
wifery"” the scientific and practical 
management of the home, including 
labor-saving devices and methods, 
the wise purchasing of the family 
wardrobe, tests for qualities and val- 
ues, etc, } 

The engineer or the young man 
engaged ‘in banking or looking for- 
ward to the practice of law may 
take professional courses in their 
particular fields. 

The social.worker may study the 
methods of vocational guidance, un- 
der Meyer Bloomfield, Director of 
the Vocational Bureau in Boston, 
really the originator of this import- 
ant movement; or study the prob- 
lems of industrial hygiene, or meth- 
ods for the dealing with the feeble- 
minded, or the problems of poverty, 
or, under Dr. William F. Snow, See- 
retary of the American Social Hy- 
giene Asociation, and Rr. Mazyck P. 
Ravenel, Profesosr of Preventive 
Medicine in the University of Miss- 
ouri, the public health movement, 
and the educational, commercial, adn 
social problems of social hygiene. 

Those who are interested in the 
playground movement may have a 
special training for this work in tae 
Department of Physical Kducation— 
which is to have some thirty differ- 
ent courses for gymnasium teachers,

The Farm the Place to Study 
All Legislative Problems.

Lecturer National Farmers’ Union, 


The principal function performed by 
government today is to collect taxes, 
keep records and prevent and punish 
crime; but that is not sufficient. Gov- 
ernment should tip its hat ‘to the God- 
dess of Opportunity as courageously 
as it draws a six-shooter on a train 
robber. We ought to encourage thrift 
as well as restrain greed. We have 


been basing legislation upon the ex- | 


tremes of human life—the classes 
hie¢h and low, the depraved and the 
talented—let us now reach the masses 
and the extremes will more nearly 
disappear. Our statutes are filled to 
overflowing with pity and revenge: 
let us add opportunity. 

The slogan of the Farmers’ Union 
is co-operation. Not only among in- 








| 





dividual farmers, but between all legi- 
timate and useful occupations. We 
want to sit around the hearthstone 
of industry and talk over problems of 
mutual interest with our neighbors. 

We want to invite those who are 
earnestly searching for information 
on public questions to get back to 
the soil with their investigations 
where, in the stillness of nature, they 
can climb the mountain-top of wis- 
dom, explore the deep canyons of 
knowledge and stroll through the 
quiet valleys of understanding. 

There is no,problem in civilization 
that cannot be found in its native 
state on the farm. The labor, edu- 
cational, financial, transportation, 
home-building and all other problems 
are there. We will discuss a few of 
them. 


The Labor Problem. 


We bow to the dignity of labor. 
No one would be willing to do more 
to lighten the burdens, increase the 
safety, comforts and profits of those 
who labor in commerce and industry 
than their fellow toilers in agricul- 
ture. But how about the farmer who 
bows his back to feed and clothe the 
world, and who works from sun until 
sun? 
increase in pay and a shortening of 
hours? Much has been said about 
the women in the factory and behind 


the counter, but how about the woman | 


in the field, drenched in perspiration, 
gathering the harvest, the little chil- 
dren, their lips wet with mother’s 
milk, toiling by her side? Are they 
not also entitled to consideration? Is 
not the man who digs in the ground 
entitled to the same consideration as 
he who toils at the forge, weaves at 
the loom and works behind the count- 
er? 

The farmer has been bearing his 
burdens as patiently as the beast he 
plows, but is patience a bar from jus- 
tice?

THE CHURCH AS | 
“SOCIAL CENTER 


Field for the Rural Church. 





By Peter Radford. 


Lecturer National Farmers’ Union. 


The social duty of the rural church 
is as much a part of its obligations 
as its spiritual side. In expressing its 
social interest, the modern rural 
church does not hesitate to claim that 
it is expressing a true religious in- 
stinct and the old-time idea that the 
sociai instincts should be starved 
while the spiritual nature was over- 
fed with solid theological food, is fast 
giving way to a broader interpreta- 
tion of the functions of true religion. 
We take our place in the succession 
of those who have sought to make the 
world a fit habitation for the children 
of man when we seek to study and 
understand the social duty of the 
rural church. The true Christian re- 
ligien is essentially social—its tenets 
of faith beilig love and brotherhood 
and fellowship. While following after 
righteousness, the church must chal- 
lenge and seek to reform that social 


order in which moral life is ex- 
pressed. While cherishing ideals of 
service, the rural church which at- 


tains the fullest measure .of success 
is that which enriches as many lives 
as it can touch, and in no way can 
the church come in close contact with 
its members as through the avenue 
of social functions. 

The country town and the rural 
community need a social center. The 
church need offer no apology for its 


ambition to fill this need in the com-:} 


munity, if an understanding of its 
mission brings this purpose into clear 
consciousness. The structure of a 
rural community is exceedingly com: 
plex; it contains many social groups, 
each of which has its own center, but 
there are many localities which have 
but one church and although such a 
church cannot command the interest 
of all the people, it is relieved from 
the embarrassment of religiously di- 
vided communities. 


Social Needs Imperative. 


The average country boy and girl 
have very little opportunity for real 
enjoyment, and have, as a rule, a 
vague conception of the meaning of 
pleasure and recreation. It is to fill 


this void in the lives of country youth | 


that the rugal church has risen to 
the necessity of providing entertain- 
ment as well as instruction to ite 
membership among the young. 
children and young people of the 
church should meet when religion is 
not even mentioned. It has been 
found safest for them to meet fre. 


quently under the direction and care} 


of the church. To send them into the 
world with no social training exposes 
them to grave perils and to try to 
keep them out of the world with no 
social privileges is sheer folly. There 
is a social nature to both old and 


young, but the social requirements of | 


the young are imperative. The church 
must provide directly or indirectly 
some modern equivalent for the husk- 


| ing bee, the quilting bee and the sing:

ing schools of the old days. 
way or another the social instincts 
of our young people must have oppor- 
tunity for expression, which may 
take the form of clubs, parties, pic- 
nics or other forms of amusement.

Somewhat in the nature of 
detailed reports, Commissioner Owen 
at San Francisco, and Commissioner 
Barr at San Diego, have sent state- 
ments to the Board of Supervisors, 
as follows: 

San Diego Exposition 
The Honorable Board of Supervisors 
of San Bernardino County, Cali- 
fornia: : 

Gentlemen—For the Month of 
March the average attendance upon 
the county lectures at the San Diego 
exposition was 28. This is but lit- 
tle better than for February, but on 
looking up the record for last year 
1 find we only averaged 35 at Los 
Angeles. 

The total attendance for March on 
the San Bernardino lectures was 728, 
and the total number of lectures I 
gave 26. There were four Sundays, 
and one day I lost out on the lec- 
ture because a brass band stationed 
itself just outside the lecture room 
and monopolized the entire period— 
too much for me to talk against. 

At the counter results have been 
greatly improved. Many people have 
applied for books and signified their 
intention of going into the county 
during their trip. I think the vari- 
ous places in the south of the moun- 
tains country especially must be no- 





ticing an influx of visitors, judging 
from the interviews I am _ having 
here, ‘This opinion I find is some- 
what confirmed by the notices of 
people coming in which I see in 
such of the county newspapers as 
reach me.

At San Francisco 
To the Hon., the Board of Supervis- 


ors, San Bernardino County: 

Gentlemen—I have to report that 
at last I am fairly well equipped 
with slides for lecture work, and 


the moving picture scheme is much 
improved, When I took up the work 
here the pictures were not worth 
considering, some of them being en- 
tirely obsolete and not at all suit- 
able for this date in county progress. 

The moving picture films are not 
what they should be, and will not be 
until sufficient films are added to 
the mountain trip to make it some- 
thing near complete. This I have 





explained personally to Mr. Riley. 
To get what is actually needed 
would cost about $125. 1 do not 
say that we would be justified in 
making that additional cost in view 


of the fact that it is reported that 


money is none too plentiful yet it 
would make the mountain trip of 
much more value if the additional 
films could be had. 

The price stated, $125, is that 


given me by a man practically a 
beginner in the business, yet he 
would guarantee good work or no 
pay. A veteran picture maker gave 
a price of $250 for the same work. 
It is up to the Board of Supervis- 
ors to decide if any additional ex- 
pense along these lines shall be in- 
curred. So far there has been none 
but my personal expenses while in- 


vestigating. My railroad fare along | 
that line has not been charged to 
the county, with the exception of 





the one-way trip here March 31 from} 
Angeles. Neither have 1| 
charged anything for local expenses | 
while in San Bernardino county.

In adition to this, I have to recom- 


mend the free distribution of ripe 
olives at the booth. 
For this purpose it is estimated 


we will need to serve 5900 people, 
giving each six to eight olives in an 
oiled paper bag, like the enclosed. 
Many will not want to carry off the 
bag, and for them we should have a 
dish or several dishes containing 
olives with a toothpick stuck in 
each. Experience on Olive day here 
proved that this will meet the de- 
mands of many. The manager of 
the Curtis Olive Company estimates 
that this will require 20,000 olives of 
a fair size and good quality, or he 
would have on hand 15,000 of a larg- 
er size and same quality. We will 
furnish them at 25 per cent less 
than price to jobbers. Thus the 
cost would be $400 for one size and 
$270 for the lesser. He recommends 
the first, and I know from personal 
investigation that the price is, as he 
says, 25 per cent off price to jobbers. 
He will furnish the bags with suclf 
printing as we want showing they 
are San Bernardino county olives, at 
his own expense, and help in the 
distribution. The price delivered on 
the fair grounds, including bags and 
printing. I would recommend the 
$400 lot as the best thing to do. 

Have taken this matter up with 
the authorities of the exposition and 
they approve of it, as stated. 

If the Board of Supervisors has 
any better or preferable plan I 
would be glad to know of it. Some- 
thing of the kind is necessary if we 
are to have the showing here we 
should. Properly handled it will give 
us many dollars worth of free ad- 
vertising in the big daily newspapers 
both here and at Los Angeles. The 
only criticism made here on my 
plan is that we have not provided 
olives enough. But we can have 
more here and return those not 
used. 

Attendance was large here Satur- 
day, and according to present pro- 
gram Saturday will be our day. To- 
tal admissions here today 71,034. If 
we have that number as a total I 
think the estimate at our booth of 
5000 about right. 

A small souvenir of some kind 
like a pin or button and some leaf- 
lets about the county to hand out 
would also be advisable.
